President D. R. Francis of the Loutsiana 
Purchase Exposition Co., said to the Post-

lected within fifteen days. 

“I will announce the appointment of the 
executive committee at the neeting of the 
board of directors this afternoon, and the 
committee will immediatly take up the ques- 
tion of location.’

Seven sites have been formally suggested 
to the board of directors, and there is great 
activity among the advocates of each. 
Three of the sites are in Nerth St. Louts. 
one in South St. Louis and one eack in the 
western, northwestern and southwestern 
sections of the city. 

The sites are known, respectively, as the 
©’ Falion Park, Baden, Prospect Heights, 
Northwest, Forest Park, Carondelet Park 
and Southwestern tracts. 

The Southwestern § site, comprising 163] 
acres, of which 667 acres are within the city 
limite, is tendered free by John T. Dono- 
van, J. Ff. McDermott and others, compris- 
ing the Southwestern Improvement Asso- 
tiation. The sit is south of Tower Grove 
Park, its eastern boundary being King’s 
highway.

ANALYSIS OF DECISION. 


As the opinion of the majority mr ro 
court in the Delima case ap 
quite sweepingly opposed to the mtn aay 
ment’s contentions, many persons pretci- 
pitately arrived at the conclusion that the 
zovernment had been defeated and that the 
Porto Rico tariff law was invalid. 

But when the opinion of the majority was 
read in the Downes case, which followed 
later in the day, it was seen that the gov- 
ernment’s contention was sustAined and 
ihe tariff law declared constitutional. 

The decision in the Downes case followed 
the history of the dealings of the United 
States with Porto Rico a step for her. That 
case dealt with the legality of the exaction 
of duties on goods imported from Porto 
Rico into New York after the passage of 
the Foraker act, providing for a duty upon 
goods shipped from the United States into 
Porto Rico, and also on those shipped from 
Porto Rico to the United States. In this 
case the court held that such exaction was 
legal and constitutional. 

he point of the two opinions, consid- 
ered collectively, is that 1 orto Rico was 
never after the ‘acquisition of that island 
foreign territory; that until Congress acted 
upon the question no duty could col- 
lected, but that as soon as Congress out- 
lined a method of controlling the island's 
revenues that action became binding. In 
other words, that Congress has power under 
the constitution to prescribe the eanner 
of collecting the revenues of the country’ 
insular possessions, and has the right to 
lay a duty on goods imported into our in- 
sular possession from the United States 
or exported from them into the United 
States. It holds. in brief, that for taxation 


* purposes they are not a part of the United 


States.

CONGRESS AND THE CONSTITUTION. 

In the Downes case the United States Supreme Court af- 
firmed the constitutionality of the Foraker act and clearly 
asserted the unlimited power of Congress to legislate for new 
territories for revenue purposes. In the course of the decision 
the power of Congress to govern new territory without con- 
stitutional limitations broadly asserted. The 
meat of the gencral view of the majority of the court lies in 
the following: 

We are also of opinion that power to acquire territory 
by treaty implies not only the power to govern such ter- 
ritory, but to prescribe upon what terms the United States 
will receive its inhabitants, and what their status shall be 
in what Chief Justice Marsha!! termed the “American em- 
pire.”’ | 

If it be once conceied that we are at liberty to acquire 
foreign territory, a presumption arises that our power with 
respect to such territory is the same power which other 
nations have been accustomed to exercise with respect to 
territories acquired by them. 

Justice Brown, while declaring in an interview that all the 
questions relating to the rights of the people of our new 
possessions have not yet been determined, strengthens the 
view of the extra constitutional powers of Congress by stating 
the belief that Congress will not abuse them, and, if it should, 
will be rebuked by the people. The implication is that the 
final power to determine the status and government of the 
peoples of new territory acquired by the United States rests 
with the people of the United States. 

The minority of the court whose members agreed with Jus- 
tice Brown in deciding in the Delima case that Porto Rico in 
consequence of its cession was domestic, not foreign terri- 
tory, and a part of the United States, radically differ from 
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out it. He must be filked about. It is sefe to say that the 
imperial speeches will soon reappear.

Still less is 
it true that Congres; can deal with new territories just as 
other nations have d»ne or may do with their new terri- 
ritories. 

This nation is under the control of a written Constitu- 
tion which is the suvreme law of the land and the only 
source of the powers which our Government or any branch 
or officer of it may exercise at any time or at any place. 

The idea that this country may acquire territories any- 
where upon the earth by conquest or treaty and hold them 
as mere colonies or provinces is wholly inconsistent with 
the spirit and geniu;, as well as with the words of the 
Ccnstitution. 

It will be an evil day for the American liberty if the 
theory of a government outside the supreme law of the 
land finds lodgment in our constitutional jurisprudence. 
The decision of the majority of the court defines the law 
of the land and will be accepted by the administration as war- 
Tant for the continuation of its policy, but it will probably 
empharize and intensify rather than settle the political issues 
e@rising from the acquisition of our new possessions. 

The majority of the court in effect says the Constitution is 
silent and the people of the United States must decide what 
shall be the status and government of the peoples of our new 
possessions.
